the Irish National League of America sho 
as an organization, formally repudiate 4 
condemn Parnell, was still undetermined, A 
strong element of the Platform Committe, 
including J. G. Donnelly of Wisconsin, abt 
pr. Thomas O’ Reilly of St. Louis, had made: 
stubborn struggle in favor of such action, 
and threatened it it were not taken that the 
fight would be carried into the convention. 


They were combatted by others, among 
whom Daniel Corkery of Chicago was 
conspicuous, holding that the League should 
continue to maintain an attitude of neutral- 
ity as between warring factions in Ireland. 
Asaresult of the clash no session of the 
convention was held until after 2p. m. to- 
day, although adjournment yesterday had 
only been until 100’clock this morning. Whe 
it became evident thatthe heat of the con- 
tending groups would scarcely permit a 
speedy compromise if, indeed, any at all 
were reached Chairman Ryan came to the 
front of the stage at Central Music Hall and 
announced a postponement of the pro- 
ceedings. A big fire around the corner 
from the hall partly assuageg the 
ill-temper of the delegates. 
secret meeting held by an inner circle last 
night at a place two miles distant from Cen- 
tral Music Hall, was current, and was gen- 
erally believed. It was also rumored that 
the constitution of the League would be re- 
vised so as to leave outall reference to the 
organization in Ireland and fixing in Amer!.

rhe red-hot contest over the platform de- 
veloped into the expected open split of the 
committee,and at 2 p. m.

bonnelly expressed it, coming out 
ecuarely in favor of the principles of the ma- 
jority of the Irish Parliamentary party.’’ 
The majority report, it was understood 
prior to its presentation in the convention, 
mentioned neither Parnell nor McCarthy, but 
demanded a firm, united front on the part of 
he people of Ireland. 


A SENSATIONAL DOCUMENT. 


THE REPORT OF SECRETARY SUTTON TO TERE 
CONVENTION. 

mess, III., Oct. 2.—Probably no more 
sensational document was ever submitted o 
a public gathering of Irishmen than the re- 
port to-day laid before the delegates tothe 
Fourth Convention of the Irish National 
league of America by John F. Sutton, the 
Secretary of the organization. The secret 
correspon dence of the leaders revealed in the 
report and the strange conditions under 
which the League would appear to have ex- 
isted could not but cause surprise, even to 
many who have most closely watched the 
current of affairs. 

Tour present executive,’’ the report said, ‘’ac- 
cepted office at the convention hel in ¢ hicago in 
August, 1586. President John Fitzgerald was de- 
clared elected * three-fourths of the assemdled 
delegates; the Treasurer and Secretary were re- 
elected without opposition. There was at that con- 
vention an element of discord, but overawed by the 
preponderance of men who loved the cause too 
dearly to prostitute it at the shrine of factionism 
they were powerless to mar the harmony of 
that great gathering of Irishmen which would 
not and could not listen to men whose whole 
stock in trade was — charges and failing to 
prove them. President tzgeraid returned to his 
western home in the full belief that a great organized 
body of Irish-Americans stood behind him, united 
like brothers in the boly cause of Irish liberty. He 
found his mistake. Like Garrett, the great Karl of 
Desmond, and the still noble Lord Edward, he found 
Irish traitors ready to stab him in the back. The 
cowardly conspirators who, failing in their vile pur- 
pose o creaming dissension and disunion, had 
sneaked out like beaten curs from the last Chicago 
convention, renewed, under cover of secret plote, 
their attempt to demoralize and disrupt the 
League. 

Beginning witha letter from Mr. Parnell a few 
weeks after the Chicago Convention entreating 
President Fitzgerald to raise funds to help the un- 
fortunate evicted tenants of Ireland asthe Treasury 
of the Irish League was almost exhausted, the re- 
port outlines estertiing narrative with letters and 
elegrams in chromologica! order to show that time 
and again a convention of the American League was 
prevented from across the water, while the officers 
of the League, for not holding one, were 
abused by fact onistsin this country encouraged by 
Mr. Parnell apd his colleagues, who are exhibited 
as sedniously ignoring the league officials whenever 
opportunity offered.

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REVOLT IN SAMOA. 


The Natives of Monona Rise Against the 
Government. 

Saw FRANCISCO, Oct. 2.—Advice by steamer 
from Apia, Samoa, say: 

Natives on the Islands of Monona have 
Deen trying for some time to upset the pres- 
ent government anda few weeks ago some 
of the chiefs, who expressed their inte 
of going to Mulinuu to join the government 
had their houses pulled down and their 
plantations destroyed by order of the other 
Chiefs. As soon as news of the outrage was 
received here, President of the Municipal 
Council, Baron Von Senft, who is also ad- 
visor to the King, together with United 


States Vice Consul Blacklock, went down to 


Monona on the United States steamer Iro- 
mos, arrested, tried and found them guilty, 
d Sentenced them to six months’ impris- 
ment. The people of Monona at frst 
tareatened to rebel, but afterwards returned 
te their islands, promising to obey the gov- 
@mment. No further trouble is feared. In 
order to frustrate any attempt at rescue the 
prisomers were taken to Union Gasut, about 
806 miles from here. The natives say this 
action sa vors strongly of the methods of ex-

suppressed by Mataafa but copies have now 
been circulated among natives with good 
effect. 

Chief Justice Cedarkrantz gives great dis- 
satisfaction here. He has a very limited 
knowledge of the English language, and can- 
not conduct Supreme Court cases or transact 
ordinary Government business. He refuses 
to have anythingto do with the governing 
country, and although he has been nine 
months in Samoa he has not framed a single 
law for the guidance of the Samoan ma 
trates, as he was expressly directed to do b 
treaty. He refuses to pay any duty on 
liquors, etc., which he imported for his own 
use, and as there is no appeal from his de- 
cision nobody can force him. The German 
Land Commissioner and English Consul say 
that ifthe Chief Justice does not pay duty 
neither will they, on the ground that they are 
representatives of foreign powers. There ig 
nothing in the treaty to show that the Gov- 
ernment officials should be allowed this privi- 
lege. 

5 THE KING’S ADVISER. 

The President of the Council has lost the 
confidence of the Kingand the government. 
The President, not content with being ad- 
viser, attempted to become dictator. He 
tried to force old German silver marks in at 
par after the government hau decided 
against it, ordering them to recongider their 
judgment and threatening that Germany 
would be angry if her money was not ac- 
cepted. Owingtothe geographical position 
of the islands American and English money 
only are of any use, except at heavy dis- 
count. However, the government would 
not be coerced, so the money used now is 
American gold and silver, sovereigns, Ger- 
man gold 20 marks and Chilian silver dollars.

ORYING ABUSES. 


Defects of the Electoral System of 
Great Britain. 


ONS BEFORE THE GREAT LIB- 
CONGRESS AT NEWCASTLE. 


The Registration Laws Condemned—Pay 
for Members of the Commons De- 
manded—The Attempt on the Life of 
the Austrian Emperor—Germany’s 
Colonies in Africa. 


NEWCASTLE, Oct. 2.—After a most busy day 
yesterday and a bustling night, the great 
Liberal Congress or annual meeting of the 
National Liberal Federation formally as- 
sembled in the town hall about 10 
o’clock this morning. The Rt. Hon. 
Sir George Trevalyn introduced a res- 
olution condemning the registration laws, 
which the resolution declared excluded 
many really qualified voters from going to 
the polls. The resolution further declared 
in favor of shorter sessions of Parliament, 
that elections should be held uponthe same 
day and recognized the principle of paying 
members of the House of Commons, as being 
the only means of securing an adequate 
representation of the working class in 
Parliament. All proposals met with the ap- 
proval of the delegates, and as evidence of 
the fact loud cheers and other forms of vig- 
ous applause greeted their introduction. In 
speaking of the resolutions, Sir George 
pointed out the crying abuses which now in- 
fest the electoral system of the British 
Isles, and again urged shorter parliaments 
and the payment of parliamentary rep- 
resentatives. Sir George added 
that, while he favored the payment 
of member's of the House of. Commons he was 
not advocating that they should receive 
princely salaries. He thought that in no 
case should a member of Parliament’s 
stipend exceed the sum of £300 per year. 

Mr. Samuel Storey, M. P., for Sunderiand 
seconded Sir George Trevalyn’s suggestions, 
and in so doing, warmly denounced the sys- 
tem which he said imposed every difficulty 
between a man and his undoubted right to 
share in the management of his country’s 
affairs. 

The resolutions were then passed unan!- 
mously. The Marquis of Ripon was the next 
speaker. The Marquis reviewed the present 
condition of the rural population of Great 
Britain, paying particular attention to the 
abuses from which farm laborers and small 
farmers are suffering. At the close of this 
preliminary oration, the Marquis presented a 
resolution to the effect that the condition of 
the rural population is such as to require 
immediate attention upon the part of Pariia- 
ment. According to the speaker it was of 
primary importance that Parliament should 
protidefor the establishment of ‘District 
and Parish Councils, or local governing 
bodies under some such title, to attend to the 
district and parish matters of their vicinity. 
The members of these councils, he 
suggested. should be elected by pop- 
ular vote. The Marquis also held 
concede full and 

road powers to local governing authorities 
to acquire and to hold’’ land for the pur- 
pose of making allotments of small 
holdings for villages, for places of worship 
of all creeds and denominations, for 
laborers’ dwellings and for other proper 
public purposes. The preamble and reso- 
lutions bearing upon the subjects 
of the Marguis of Ripon’s discourse were 
passed amid a scene of enthusiasm. At this 
juncture an announcement was made that 
Mr. Gladstone would address the congress at 
8 o’clock this evening, a piece of information 
which brought the delegates and all present 
to their feet with a grand outpouring of en- 
thusiasm. 


RUSSIAN INTRIGUE. 


THE ATTEMPTED ASSASSINATION OF THE EM- 
PEROR OF AUSTRIA. 


VIENNA, Oct. 2—The impression is gaining 
ground that Russian enmity to Austria and 
Germany had something to dowith the at- 
tempt toassassinate Kaiser Francis Joseph. 
While it is not believed that the Czar, or any 
other European Prince, would wink at the 
attempted assassination of another ruler, yet 
the Russian secret service has, it is well 
known, taken a leading part in such conspir- 
acies, as witness the Panitza plot, which. 
when detected in time, was aimed at the life 
of Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria. It has been 
thought that the lesson givenin the execu- 
tion of Ferdinand’s would-be assassin would 
deter others from such conspiracies there- 
after; but there is reason to assume that 
Russian Intrigue is also at the bottom of the 
plan to destroy the ruler of Austro-Hungary. 
The authorities are determined to probe the 
conspiracy to the bottom, and they have 
no scruples in employing any method in 
getting the truth. 

SUSPECT A WELL-KNOWN SOCIALIST. 

The Ozech newspapers attribute the at- 
tempt to blow up the bridge at Rosenthal and 
wreck the train in which the Emperor Fran- 
cis Joseph was traveling to a well-known 
Socialist, Orchenburg, whom they declarejhas 
been arrested. The statements of these pa- 
pers in this connection are not credited, 

j MAKE LIGHT OF IT. 

Loxpox, Oct. 2.—The Vienna correspondent 
ofthe Times says that the attempt on the 
Emperor is not regarded as a serious effort to 
take his life. The Standard’s Vienna corre- 
spondent thinks the miscreants had not time 
to carry oat their diabolical plan. He says 
that the authorities stopped direct tele- 
grams from Reichenberg, and that only tel- 
ephoned reports from Prague were received.

SWEPT BY FLAMES. 


Fire Destroys Valuable Whaif Property at 
Halifax, N. 8. 


Hattrax, Nova Scotia, Oct. 2.—The most 
calamitous fire Halifax has perienced in 
many years occurred last night, when wharf 
property extending from Oronan’s south to 
Ounard’s north, was almost entirely de- 
stroyed. The flames were first fliscovered in 
Martin's planing- mill, a two-jtory wooden 
building on Taylor’s wharf. Just below the 
mili was Louis A. Wilson’s shipsmith shop, 
containing much valuable property which 
soon caught fire. Below that again was a 
shed where John Tayior & Oo. stored fish. 
Then immediately in front ofthe burning 
mill was the store of Joseph R. Siteman, a 
grocer and liquor dealer on Water street, his 
premises extending from 118 to "117. It soon 
became apparent that a bad fre was inevit- 
able. Adjoining Martin’s mill on the 
north was Brookfield Bros. iumber 
wharf and store- house with immense piles of 
valuable finished and upfinished lumber, 
which soon caught. The next to catch was 
the Butler spar and sail loft and wharf, and 
soon the adjoining building occupied by B. 
Swenerton, millers’ agent for Shatford 
Bros., as an oll warehouse by McDonald & 
Co., and also by Moir & Sons forthe storage 
of flour, was seen to take fire. 
There were several hundred barrels of oll on 
this wharf, and when it was seen that the 
fire must reach them most of the barrels 
were thrown into the water. There was also 
considerable oil on De Wolf’s wharf, and it 
was well as several hundred barrels which 
were removed from the Shatfords’ place 
were also dumped into the harbor. Some 
of the casks pura open and the 
oll taking fire, caused the vessels along the 
wharves to begin to Make possibie haste 
to pull into the stream to” the danger 
which threatened them. 

On the other part of the Liverpool wharf 
were situated the premises of J. B. Neilly & 
Co., Commission merchants, and the Halifax 
Broom Factory. The fire soon spread to these 
buildings making the whole district from 
the place of starting to this 
point a regular wall of flame. 
The fre had now assumed such proportions 
that Admiral Watson issted an order calling 
out the men-of-war firemen with their hand 
engines and otherapparatus. The royal en- 
gineers had in the meantime been called out 
and a bullding was bDiown up in the hope of 
stopping the spread of the flames. 

At 2 0’clock this morning the military were 
called out, with their whole fire apparatus, 
to help the civic authorities or to protect the 
ordnance property, as might be rendered 
necessary. Some of the buildings in the dis- 
trict burned over were only partially de- 
stroyed and others were only slightly dam- 
aged. 

The total loss can not be given at present 
and the estimates vary greatly, ranging all 
the way from 200, 000 to $400,000. None ot the 
bulldings destroyed were of much value.

The Ozar’s Hint to England Recalls the 
Threat of Emperor Nicholas. 


ITS OBJECT 18 TO CLEAR THE WAY TO 
CONSTANTINOPLE. 


— — — 


The Movement to Be Made Through the 
Balkans, Aided by the Black Sea Fleet 
How Roumania’s Action Is Looked 
Upon in London—Russia’s Ships of 
War Available Against Turkey. 


Lonpon, Oct. 2.—No importance is attached 
by the British foreign office to Russia’s threat 
of hostility in Asia unless England consents 
to come to terms with Russia in Europe. A 
retired official of the foreign office said to- 
day that substantially the same menace was 
held out by the Emperor Nicholas before the 
Crimean war to induce England to wink at 
an onsiaught by Russia on Turkey, but the 
British Government refused either to be co- 
erced or cajoled,and Russia was beaten in 
the war that followed. , The ex-official said 
there was little doubt that Russia’s object in 
making the threat was to clear the deck for 
a descent on Constantinople by way of the 
Balkans with the co-operation of the Russian 
Black Sea fleet. He believed that the mass- 
ing of soldiers on the Roumanian frontier 
was not intended as a holiday military 
maneuver, and the report cabled yesterday 
that Roumania had sent a large body of 
cavalry to guard her borders against Russian 
invasion, in the opinion of this diplomat, 
must be taken with due allowance given the 
Significant fact the Cabinet of King Charles 
is Known to strongly sympathize with the 
the Ozar’s designs on Turkey. 

Russia’s road to Stamboul, this gentleman 
says, all Europe knows is through the 
Balkans and her recent movements indicate 
that she is preparing for invasion. With the 
aid of her Black Sea fleet, Russia’s march to 
Constantinople could not be arrested by the 
combined powers of Europe in time to pro- 
vent the Cross displacing the Crescent at the 
Turkish capital. 

The Vienna corvespondent of a London 
paper writing of Russian preparations for 
war says that country’s cruisers in the Black 
Sea are formidable vessels. Among the most 
notable of this fleet are the Catherine II., the 
Tchesme and Sinope. 

These three battleships, of 10,181 tons dis- 
placement, are belted throughout with com- 
pound armor from eighteen to twelve inches 
thick and have a 8-inchi protective deck. 
Their batteries consist of six 12. inch rifies on 
disappearing barbette carriages in a redoubt 
formed by 14-inch armor, besides seven Cinch 
rifles on the gun deck, and revolving cannon 
and torpedo tubes. Eech vessel cost about 
$4,500,000. 

About a year ago, at Nicolaleff, was launched 
the Twelve Apostles, of 8,200 tons displace- 
ment, forthe Black Sea fleet. Still another 
laid down at Sebastopol is the battleship St. 
George the Victorious. A third, of 12,400 tons, 
has been commenced at St. Nicolateff, while 
it is reported thata new battleship has been 
planned for the Sebastopol yard. 

Noticeable next in the fleet are six gun- 
boats—the Donetz, Uraletz, Teretz, Kuban- 
etz, Zaporogetz and Chernomoretz of 1,224 
tons, 2,000 horse-power, and two 8-inch and 
one 6-inch gins. They are of light draught, 
for the purpose of being used in the Danube 
if necessary. 

Last winter eight new torpedo boats were 
ordered for the Black Sea fleet—twoto be 
built at Odessa, three at Nicolaieff and three 
at Sebasiopol. In short, Russia has a very 
powerful fleet of torpedocraft, both boats and 
cruisers having very high speeds. 

Before this feet the warships of the Sultan 
would go down at the first anset. 


NO WAR IN GUATEMALA. 


President Barillas Says Peace Reigns 
Throughout the Country. 

New York, Oct. 2.— Mr. Jacob Baise, Con- 
sul-General from Guatemala at New York, 
has at length received advices from his 
country which set at rest all the 
recent rumors emanating from Mexican 
sources of a revolutionary movement in 
Guatemalr, when called upon to-day he exhi- 
bited a cablegram from President Barillas, 
which read as follows:

rumors of revolution, which are false and malicious.

„This dispatch, said Consul Baise, 
‘*should dispel all doubts about the peaceful 
situation of affairs in Guatemala.’’ 

In reply toa question as to the probable 
cause of the reports of a revolt being sent to 
the United States, the Consul said that he 
was at a loss to account for It. 

A special cable dispatch to a morning pa- 
yer from Salvador says the rumor about the 
revolution at Guatemala City,on Sept. 15, are 
absolutely without foundation. There was no 
revolt there on that date. All the other state- 
ments are just as untruthful. Everything in 
that country at present is quiet. There has 
been no unusual excitement in Salvador and 
there is no indications ofa movement of in- 
vasion of Guatemalan territory.

THE CASES OF THE POKER PLAYERS SENT 
TO THE POLICE COURT, 


Ex-Judge George W. Anderson’ Pleads 
Guilty and is Let Off With a Light Fine 
~The Other Cases Continued—No De- 
cision From Judge Claiborne Yet in the 
Contempt Case, 


It can be truthfully said that the old feud 
between Maj. Lawrence Harrigan, Chief of 
Police, and the gamblers has broken out 
afresh. The gamblers are championed by 
Attorney Chester H. Krum, Marshal Mc- 
Donald and a new man in this field of criminal 
procedure, Henry Davis, a young attorney. 
Maj. Harrigan really stands alone to fight it 
out with the gambling element, except the 
support which City Attorney James Butler in 
the Police Courts and Prosecuting Attorney 
Bernard Dierkes in the Court of Criminal 
Correction may render. Like a lawyer 
defending the gamblers before the courts. 
Maj. Harrigan has taken advantage of 
legal technicalities and prerogatives under 
the statute, and for this he iscondemned and 
berated without regard to the language used 
by the opposition. 

He has learned from experience that itis 
almost impossible to secure a conviction for 
gambling in the Police or Criminal Courts of 
St. Louis and he is driven to the last resort of 
punishing the gamblers himself by 
confining them in the Holdover 
for twenty-four hours. He was given 
authority by the last Legislature to thus de- 
tain hardened criminals against whom no 
specific charge could be placed. 

WEDNESDAY’S RAID. 

The poker room of * 
and the faro Ep 
Eddy were raided at 6 o’clock Wednesday 
evening. Twenty-two men were arrested 
and among these were many well known and 
respected citizens, some of whomare well- 
to-do and enjoy the confidence of the general 
public. They were thrown inthe hold-over 
as ‘‘prisoners held for the Chief of 
Police,’’ and no charge was placed 
against them. It was not the intention to 

refer any charge, as the Chief had decided 
n his mind before the arrest was made that 
he would avall himself of the power and 
authority invested in him by the 
recent law and hold them twenty 
hours. The twenty hours were up at 2 
o’clock yesterday afternoon. About noon 
yesterday the Chief ordered Capt. Young to 
charge the prisoners with gambling and it 
was done. During the night, however, the 
friends of the gamblers called on Judge 
Claiborne and induced him to sign bonds for 
all the prisoners regardless of the 
fact that nocharge had been made against 
them. To have released the prisoners under 
these bonds would have beena direct viola- 
tion of the statutes, which state that no 

risoner shall be released on bond unless 
here is a carpe made against him. 
Capt. Young refused to accept the 
bonds or release the prisoners. At 
4 o’clock yesterday afternoon twenty-two 
hours after the prisoners were arrested, 
Messrs. Krum and McDonald called at the 
Four Courts and wanted to know why the 
ambiers hadwot been released two hours 
when the twenty hours 
up, and they were told that 
men were charged with gambling 
and would be released as soon as bond was 
Offered. Bond was given at once and the 
men were released. Capt. Young admitted 
that he had not told the prisoners that their 
time was up and that they could give bond, 
but claimed thatit was not his business to 
tell them. The attorneys were highly incensed 
and claimed that the Chief had overstepped 
the bounds of authority in refusing bond, in 
refusing to place a ares against the 
eS and in detaining them twenty-two 
ours instead of twenty.

When Chief Harrigan found he could get no 
warrant againstany of the gamblers except 
Eddy and Emory as keepers of gambling 
houses, he decided to send the 
8 to the Police Court.

PARTY TICKETS m scHOOL ELECTIONS. 


There has been a sudden change in the 
views of party committees on the policy of 
Mominating party tickets for the school 
election in November. 

A short time ago they all seemed to be 
unanimous in the opinion that politice 
should be kept outof the School Board, 
and that, therefore, no party candidates 
should be nominated for school director- 
ships. But recently a ‘‘tip’’ has been 
given out that the School Board is a close 
corporation which can run a school elec- 
tion as unerringly as ever an old-fashioned 
primary was run bya boss-made Central 
Committee—that, in short, it appoints its 
own election officers and can have the re- 
turns made to suit its own election com- 
mittee, which does the counting to suit it- 
self, unquestioned by any independent re- 
turning board or judicial tribunal. 

This vista of school plunder and patron- 
age and perpetual succession was too 
dazzling a temptation for the ‘‘Silk’’ com- 
mittee to withstand, and the readiness 
with which it rose to this baitis bringing 
the other committees pell mell into the 
ecramble, 

The Silks still say that politics and party 
tickets ought to be kept out of school 
elections, but that their peculiar situation 
and exigencies as an organized faction of 
the Republican party constrain them just 
now to ignore the interests of the schools 
when a school election offers them an op- 
portunity to gain a point over the rival 
faction of their party. : 

This declaration, explanation or apology 
is simply a confession of the purpose with 
‘which all political committees undertake 
the control of school elections. It is an 
open confession of readiness to subordinate 
or sacrifice school interests to partisan 
ends—not merely the ends of a great party 
but the ends of a mere faction aiming at 
supremacy in the party. When the rival 
‘*Hoodlum’’ committee accepts or ignores 
the Silk“ challenge it will be with no 
higher purpose. And when the Demo- 
cratic committee puts its nominating ma- 
chinery in motion for the school election 
it will simply yield to the tempting oppor- 
tunity apparently offered by the division 
in the Republican ranks to seize and carry 
offas party spoils the fat contracts and 
patronage of the St. Louis schools. 

The plain path of duty for both Repub- 
licans and Democrats lies in the direction 
of united and organised action against 
each and all of these plunder faction tick- 
ets in the school election. The stream can 
not rise above its source, and no man can 
accept one of these party nominations 
without thereby committing himself to the 
policy of subordinating the schools to 
party—the policy of electing a school 
board with a party collar about each mem- 
ber’s neck—a mere gang of puppets that 
dance or kick as some party boss pulls a 
string behind the scenes.
